PARIS, July 29 (AP)—The 21- 
mation peace conference convened 
formally in Luxembourg Palace 
today more than a year after the 
end of World War II in Europe. 


The first session lasted little more 
than an hour. 

As the 1500 delegates met they 
were confronted by a proposal by 
United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes that all negotia-. 
. tions be wide open to the press of 
the world. 

Byrnes disclosed before the 
meeting began that he also would 
advocate that former enemy 
 gtates, as well as any other in- 
terested nation, be allowed to 
present their cases to the confer- 
ence: He said he felt bound by 
the foreign ministers’ decision in 
Moscow last December which lim- 
ited the peace conference talks to 
the Allied belligerent nations, but 
that he was convinced no country 
should be refused a- hearing.

PLANTS CLOSED BY PICKETS 


Warehouse Also Shut

Down as 4000 Work- 


ers Stay Out — Court Limits Number 


Picketing to Two at Each Place. 


Five International Shoe Co, 
plants and a warehouse in §8t, 
Louis were closed down today 
when more than 4000 employes 
recused to cross picket lines of a 
union representing a small] frac- 
tion of the company's work force. 
All production here was halted. 

Circuit Judge Charles B. Wil- 
liams issued a tempor restrain- 
ing order effective until Aug. 20 
limiting the number of pickets to 
two at each plant. Company at- 
torneys in their petition request- 
ing an injunction charged the 
union was engaged in “circle pick- 
eting” which prevented persons 
from en or leaving company 
properties. officer of the shoe 
firm testified employes told him 
they wan to report for work, 
but had intimidated. 

The closed plants are located at 
1220 Mullanphy street, 1111 Missis- 
sippi avenue, 1801 Cherokee street, 
1728 North Jefferson avenue and 
3417 Locust boulevard. The affect- 
ed warehouse is at Fifteenth street 
and Delmar boulevard. 

One result of the picketing felt 
today was the closing down of 


most departments of the company’s 
plant at St. Charles, Mo., because 
of a shortage of materials required 
from St. Louis. About 700 of the 
piant’s 800 employes were laid off 
and the others are expected to be 
laid off tonight. 

Pickets are members of the CIO 
Retail, Wholesale and Department 
Store Union which is engaged.in a 
dispute with the shoe company. 
The majority of workers not re- 
porting to their jobs are members 
o* the CIO United Shoe Workers 
of America, 

The strike of-the retail and 
wholesale union, representatives 
said, was called in retaliation 
against the company’s closing 
down a department employing 24 
of its members because of a wage 
controversy. It began last Wedn:2s- 
day with the picketing of the com- 
pany’s office at 1509 Washington 
avenue and was extended progres- 
sively to the other St. Louis 
plants. 


B. A. Gray, president of the com- 
pany, said it found no suitable al-

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., July 
29 (AP)—At least 10 persons were 
missing today as the result of a 
collision last night between a Mis- 
sissippi river ferry boat and two 
heavily loaded oil barges, One 
was known to be dead. 

Thirteen other persons on the 
ferry were saved after it turned 
over, dumping at least five ve- 
hicles and their passengers into 
the waters. 

The accident. occurred at 9:20 
o’clock last night 50 yards. from 
the Missouri shore as the ferry 
neared completion of its crossing 
from the Tennessee side. 

Jerry Vickers, five-year-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Claude Vickers 
Jr. of Caruthersville died after he 
was brought to shore. 

A brother, Larry, 6, is among 
the missing.

The ferry tug was demolished 
end sunk by the impact of the 
two oil barges, linked together and 
pushed by two tugs in a single 
train. The ferry turned over and 
floated down the river. Coast 
Guardsmen with diving equipment 
were to search for the survivors 
today.

The Home Builders’ Association 
is composed of about 200 residen- 
tial contractors in St. Louis and 
St. Louis county, which represent 
about 80 per cent of such con- 
tractors in the area, G. A. Palmer, 
executive secretary said.

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NEW YORK STUDIES 
PLAN FOR PARKING 
AUTOS IN SUBWAYS 


' NEW YORK, July 29 (AP)— 
City authorities are undertaking 
a study to determine the feasi- 
bility of parking automobiles in 
the subway. 

Mayor William O’Dwyer said 
yesterday that increasing conges- 
tion: called for “daring” counter- 
measures and reported plans for 
a survey on the possibility of 
using surplus underground space 
in the subway system. 

O’Dwyer said the practicability 
of parking cars in underground 
garages on individual platforms 
that roll about on ball bearings 
also would be considered. Under 
such a system, he said, a platform 
would be rolled into an aisle, the 
car driven onto it, and the plat- 
form and auto then pushed back 
into an allotted space. 

O’Dwyer said use of the plat- 
forms would permit maximum use 
of limited space and eliminate the 
necessity for turning and backing 
of the autos. 


MISSING NAZI BORMANN 
REPORTED SEEN IN MUNICH 


U. §S. Intelligence Chiefs Quote 
His Former Chauffeur as Say- 
ing He Saw Ex-Boss in Auto. 
NUERNBERG, July 29 (AP)— 
American Intelligence officers re- 
ported today that Martin Bor- 
mann, Hitler’s deputy party lead- 
er who has been missing since 
the fall of Berlin, was seen in 
Munich only a week ago and that 
a house-to-house search for him 

is going on, 

Bormann has been thought to 
be dead. He is being tried in ab- 
sentia as one.of the 22 Nazi de- 
fendants by the International Mil- 
itary tribunal. 

An army source said Bormann’s 
former chauffeur, Jakob Glas, in- 
formed intelligence chiefs he was 
“absolutely certain” the man he 
saw riding in an automobile in a 
main street of Munich a few days 
ago was Bormann. Glas was dis- 
missed after Bormann accused 
him of stealing vegetables fro

MOSLEM LEAGUE 
ENDS BACKING OF 
BRITISH PROGRAM 


Council Withdraws Sup- 
port of Independence 
Plan, Urges ‘Direct 
Action’ for Pakistan. 


BOMBAY, July 29 (AP) — The 
Moslem League’s policy-forming 
Council of Action today withdrew 
its acceptance of the British cab- 
inet mission’s proposals for grant- 
ing India independence and in bit- 
terly phrased instructions told the 
League’s, Working Committee to 
evolve a program of “direct ac- 
tion” to achieve an independent 
Moslem, state (Pakistan). 

‘The Council of Action declared 
in a resolution that “Moslem India 
has exhausted without success all 
avenues for peaceful settlement” 
of demands for safeguards in 
writing a constitution. It accused 
Britain and the Congress party of 
collaborating in a “breach of 
faith” to the League. 

The second of two companion 
resolutions withdrawing accept- 
ance of the British proposals and 
renewing demands for a separate 
Moslem state also called on all 
Moslems to surrender any titles 
they may have accepted from the 
British. -. .- ‘ 

Sir Firoz Khan Noon, former 
Indian high commissioner in Lon- 
don, was among the 
dozen holders of British titles to 
stride to the platform and an- 
nounce renunciation of his title. 

Mahomed Ali Jinnah, president 
of the Moslem League, told the 
cheering assembly that events 
that had occurred since the 
League accepted the cabinet mis- 
sion’s proposals were a “blessing 
in disguise,” because from them 
Moslems had learned “a bitter les- 
son.” 

The council’s decision followed 
a three-day round of speech-mak- 
ing in which Moslem leaders—in- 
cluding Jinnah—told the council

142,076 War 
Crimes Victims 


Listed by U.S. 


Roll of Americans 
and Filipinos Who 


Lost Lives Still 
Incomplete. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
A new estimate that a “staggering 
total of 142,076 Americans and 
Filipinos met death as a result of 


war crimes was reported yester- 
day by Assistant Secretary How- 
ard C, Petersen of the War De- 
partment. The list is still growing. 

All but some 11,000 were killed 
in the Pacific theater. They were 
victims of murder, cruelty and 
torture, starvation and neglect, or 
of other assaults and mistreat- 
ment. Included were 91,184 Fili- 
pino civilians. : 

The estimate, based on reports 
from overseas theater commands 
and admittedly incomplete, was 
made ‘by Petersen in predicting 
that the Civil Affairs Division’s 
war crimes branch would be able, 
with the completion of many in- 
vestigations, to speed the trials of 
atrocity suspects. 

Noting that. there had been 
some criticism of the war crimes 
program because of “its slow 
start,” Petersen said the trials are 
being conducted as expeditiously 
as possible and added: 

“It is a kasic concept of Amer- 
ican justice that the accused be 
given a fair trial, and to achieve 
this end we have to make a care- 
ful @nd complete investigation be- 
fore we bring an accused war 
crimina] to trial.” 

He said that aside from the de- 
sire to bring to justice persons 
who committed atrocities it is in- 
tended to establish a precedent in 
international law which will place 
upon the individual criminal lia-

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
The State Department announced 
today Britain has accepted “in 
principle” this government's pro- 
posal to unify occupation zones in 
Germany. 

The department’s announce- 
ment repeated the hope that 
Russia and France likewise will 
accept. 

The announcement may mark a 
step in the hardening of the great 
power split in Germany.

The State Department said: 

“The Department of State has 
been informed that the British 
Government has accepted in prin- 
ciple the offer of Secretary Byrnes 
to join the United States zone of 
occupation in Germany with any 
other zones for the purpose of 
treating the. zones so joined as an 
economic unit.

62Pct. of Nazi Prisoners Leave U.S. 


Favoring Democracy for Germany 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
The Army said today that about 
three fourths of the 378,000 Ger- 
man prisoners of war interned 
here went home at least partly re- 
educated into an appreciation of 
democracy and friendship toward 
the United States. 


The conclusion was based on a 
poll of 22,153 prisoners who passed 
through Camp Shanks, N. Y., on 
their way back to Germany from 
camps in all parts of this country. 
It was designed to measure the 
success of Army efforts to change 
the prisoners’ Nazi attitudes and 
beliefs. 

Maj. Robert F. Richards said in 
a report to Brig. Gen. B. M. 
Bryan, provost marshal general, 
that: 

1. About 38 per cent of the pris- 
oners were now definitely anti- 
Nazi and pro-democratic, com- 
pared to an estimated 13 per cent 
before the start of the re-educa- 
tion efforts. 

2. An additional 41 per cent were

NEW YORK, July 20 (AP)— 
The probability that the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion might be forced to make ma- 
jority and minority reports was 
‘seen today as the Russian plan 
for controlling atomic energy 
went under the close scrutiny of 
commission members. 

A member of the United States 
delegation to the commission said 
it seemed inevitable to him that 
the commission would make two 


reports to the U. N. Security Coun- 
cil, its parent body, and to the 
General Assembly. 

Declining to permit use of his 
mame, he said the majority report, 
favori the United States plan, 
would supported 10 dele- 
gates on the basis of the present 
consideration of the question of 
control. The minority report, he 
added, would be made by Russia 
and Poland and would favor the 
Russian plan, 

Russia has informed the com- 
mission that it rejects the major 
proposals of the United States 
plan. Now the American delega- 
tion plans to let Russia carry the 
ball for a while, as one member 
of the delegation put it. 

The Russian plan will be up for 
detailed consideration at the 
scheduled meeting of the Commis- 
sion’'s Committee No. 2 Wednes- 
day. Undoubtedly it will be dis- 
cussed by the commission's legal 
committee and the scientific and 
technical committee, in closed 
meetings tomorrow. 

The committee of the Security 
Council named to consider appli- 
cations for membership in the 
U.N. will meet Wednesday. Al- 
bania, Outer Mongolia, Trans-Jor- 
dan and Afghanistan have appli- 
cations on file. Siam is expected 
to complete its application soon. 
Sweden, Iceland and Eire have ap- 
plications in preparation but they 
— not reached the United Na- 


ons. 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Headquar- 
ters Commission announced the se- 
lection of 15 possible sites for the 
permanent home of the United 
Nations in the Westchester-Fair- 
field area of New York and Con- 
necticut. : 

The proposed sites range from 

square miles to 40 square 
miles. After discussing each site 
with the people involved, the com- 
mission will cut the list down to 
five sites to be considered by the 
General Assembly at its meeti 
in New York this fall. These l 
be areas of two, five, ten, twenty 
and forty square miles each.

NUERNBERG, July 29 (By 
Radio)—For fear of encroaching 
on the judicial function, the 
United States chief prosecutor, 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, recom- 
mended no specific penalties for 
the defendants in his summation 
before the war crimes tribunal 
here last week. 

He contented himself with urg- 
ing that the defendants without 
exception had been proved guilty 
under the first or “conspiracy” 
count of the indictment, which

Cites Service to History. 

In a brief preliminary statement 
tothe French summation, A te 
Champetier de Ribes declared 
that the chief importance of the 
Nuernberg process lies in its serv- 
ice to history. Thanks to its dis- 
closures, he explained, chroniclers 
of the present and future will 
have under their hands a vast 
sum of exact truth about the po- 
litical, diplomatic and military 
events of the most tragic period 
of human erience; “they will 
know the crimes of Nazism as 
well as the hesitancies, weak- 
nesses and omissions of the de- 
mocracies.” 


“All of the facts,” the speaker 
asserted, “have been submitted 
with the strictest objectivity. No 
room has been left for passion or 
even sensibility. The court has 
excluded @¢verything that seemed 
inadequately demonstrated and 
everything that vy appear to 
have been dictated a spirit of 
vengeance.” 

Fully revealed, he continued, are 
“the technical processes through 
which a small minority of crim- 
inals are able in a few years to 
distort the collective conscience of 
a great people and transform the 
nation of Goethe, Kant and Bach 
into that of Hitler, Himmler and 
Goebbels.” 

The crime was declared to have 


been so monstrous and unprece- 
dented that to define it the neol- 
Ogism of “genocide” had to be 
created, though Alfred Rosenberg 
had already invented the sinister 
term, “biological warfare.”

“Life Will Not Be a Pyramid 
With an Apex Sustained 
by the Bottom.” 


BOMBAY, July 29 (AP) — Mo- 
handas K. Ghandi, outlining his 
conception of Indian independence 
in yesterday’s issue of the news- 
paper Harijan, said freedom must

NEGROES URGED TO OVERCOME 
THEIR ‘POLITICAL APATHY’ 


Negroes must overcome their 
“political apathy” and support 
candidates with an intelligent un-

SMOKELESS COAL SCARCER 


SFA MAN SAYS 


St. Louisans Will Be Lucky if They Get 90 


Pct. of Amount Used Last Year, 


Analyst 


Asserts. 


St. Louisans, as well as resi- 
dents in other parts of the coun- 
try, will be fortunate if they can 
obtain for the coming winter 90 
per cent of the smokeless fuel 
used in their homes last year, 
Paul W. Perkins, head marketing 
analyst of the Solid Fuels Ad- 
ministration in Washington, said 
here today. 


“The scarcity of high-grade low- 
volatile (smokeless) coal is great- 
er throughout the country this 
year than in any year during the 
war,” Perkins told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, 


He and William J. Dougherty, 
chief of the information and con- 
servation division of SFA, are in 
St. Louis to participate in a series 
of conferences on the local coal 
situation, which has been de- 
scribed as “very serious.” 


St. Louls “Hard Boiled.” 
Both men said they would give 
close attention to coal conditions 
here, asserting that St. Louis had 
earned a reputation of being 
“hard-boiled” in the matter of 
smoke elimination and its deter- 
mination to obtain necessary 
amounts of low-volatile coal. 

“Many cities have smoke ordi- 
nances, but St. Louis is about the 
only one in the United States in 
which it is rigidly enforced,” 
Dougherty declared. “That was 
particularly true during the war, 
when many places forgot about 
their smoke laws. 

“The coal situation here pre- 
eents a unique problem because 
the civic officials, the fuel com- 
mittees and the newspapers stay 


right on top of the ball and won't 


take ‘No’ when it comes to get- 
ting smokeless fuel for domestic 
use.” 

The SFA representatives said 
their job is to determine the city’s 
coal requirements for next winter 
and see if there will be a serious 
deficiency. The next task involves 


the finding of low-volatile. coal 
mines which will have a surplus 
in production that can be diverted 
to the St. Louis area, 


Production Is Declining. 


Pointing out that the city ob- 
tains most of its domestic coal 
from eastern mines, particularly 
those in West Virginia, Perkins 
said that production of low- 
volatile coal in those areas has 
been declining for several years 
because of depletion of resources. 

As an example, he described the 
recent closing of the Oakwood 
mine in West, Virginia—formerly 
a large shipper of coal to this 
area, 


“It’s not going to be easy to 
find additional supplies of smoke- 
less coal to allocate to the St. 
Louis area if anticipated ship- 
ments are not adequate,” Perkins 
said, “Stokers and processed coal 
will have to be utilized as much 
as possible.” 

The prolonged coal strike in 
the east last spring was the basic 
reason ascribed by the SFA repre- 
sentatives for the fuel scarcity 
forecast for next winter. Adding 
to the difficulties, they said, are 
increased use of high-grade coal 
by industries making postwar 
products and transportation dif- 
ficulties caused by shortages of 
railroad cars, 

Urged to Avoid Bottlenecks. 

“There cannot be too much 
emphasis placed on the advice to 
domestic coal consumers to buy 
now,” Dougherty said. “Avoid the 
bottleneck that comes with the 
first snow. Then everyone will 
want to buy at once but the trans- 
oe facilities cannot do the 
jo ”

Blandy said he forsaw radical 
changes in the structure of war- 
ships, but he refused to elaborate. 

Adm. Edward lL. Cochrane, con- 
struction chief of the Navy's ‘Bu- 
reau of Ships, predicted that as 
a result of the Bikini tests, atom- 
powered warships with hulls 
toughened .to withstand such 
blasts might be constructed with- 
in five years, 

Capt. Logan McKee, of the same 
bureau, added that “we have a 
lot of ideas on atomic-powered 
submarines.” Neither he nor 
Cochrane went into details, al- 
though Cochrane said that light, 
fast ships might be one answer 
to atomic bombs. 

Dr. R. A. Sawyer, technical head 
of the Bikini tests,’ explained one 
advantage that small ships might 
have over big ships when an 
atomic bomb is exploded under- 
water. ; 

Little ships escape having their 
bottoms stove in by the atomic 
blast because of their shallower 
draft, he said. The underwater 
concussion from the bomb ex- 
plosion is stronger and more dan- 
gerous for every foot of depth.

KILLING BY DEFECTIVE 
MORTAR SHELL CITED 


Overseas Correspondent Re- 
ports Another Mishap 
Near Metz. 


Another instance of a defective 
mortar shell killing and wounding 
American soldiers was related to- 
day by Joseph R. Smith, Waynes- 
ville, Mo., a former Army corre- 
spondent overseas. 

Smith said the incident occurred 
in November, 1944, in the siege of 
Metz when a shell prematurely ex- 
ploded in the mortar, killing one 
soldier and wounding another seri- 
ously. The accident was similar 
to others described by several for- 


mer service men in the St. Louis 
area in which some 10 soldiers 


were killed and 17 injured, both in 


training in the United States and 
in actual combat. 

The output of defective mortar 
shells is being investigated by 
the Senate ar Investigating 
Committee under the chairman- 
ship of Senator Mead of New 
York as part of its. current in- 
quiry into alleged profiteering by 
a munitions combine headed by 
Henry and Murray Garsson of Ba- 
tavia, Ill. The sson combine 
‘manufactured mortar shells of the 
type: being investigated. 

Smith’s account of the accident 
near Metz came from the wounded 
soldier who told him he and his 
fellow soldier on the 4.2 mortar 
had been firing about an hour. “I 
dropped in another shell and as 
it detenated, the gun blew apart 
at the point where the barrel at- 
taches to the base, killing my 
buddy outright,” Pfc. James’ E. 
Winders, Elkton, Ky., told Smith. 
Winders still has a piece of metal 
taken from his left thigh after 
the explosion. 

At previous hearings of the 
Mead committee, Maj. Gen. Al- 
den H. Waitt, chief of the Chemi- 
cal Warfare Service, disclosed 
that of 3,000,000 mortar shells 
fired, 47 exploded prematurely 
killing 29 soldiers and injuring 83 
others. None of the shells, he 
said, had been traced to a par- 
ticular manufacturer. He indi- 
cated the premature explosions 
were caused by defective fuses 
rather than defects in the shell 
cases,

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U. 5. NAMES MEDIATOR 
IN STEEL FIRM STRIKE 


The Rev. Leo C. Brown S. J. 
Appointed to Take Up Is- 
sues at Granite City. 


First direct steps by the Gov- 
ernment were taken today to end 
the four-month-old strike of 175 
machinists at the Granite City 
Steel Co. which has kept 1600 
other steel workers off their jobs. 
This was the appointment by Sec- 
retary of Labor Lewis B. Schwel- 
lenbach of the Rev. Leo C. Brown, 
&.J., of St. Louis University as his 
special representative to mediate 
the issue in dispute, 


Last week the machinists re- 
jected a request of the CIO Unit- 
ed Steel Workers whose 1600 
members have been affected by 
ths strike to arbitrate the contro- 
versy. The steel workers had 
threatened a “back-to-work” move- 
ment unless the machinists heed- 
ed their request. 

Father Brown met this morning 
with Hayward Niedringhaus, pres- 
ident of the steel company. He 
was to meet later in the day with 
Lioyd Weber, business agent of 
the International Association of 
Machinists. Both meetings were 
to be preliminary talks to be sup- 
plemented in the near future by 
joint conferences. 

The disputed issue concerns pay- 
ment for Saturday and Sunday 
work performed -within a regular 
40-hour week. It has been the 
union’s position that its members 
should be paid at overtime rates 
for such work. The union points 
to prewar payment of overtime for 
Sunday work as precedent. 

While conceding the prewar 
practice, the company contends 
that submission to the union's de- 
mand would discriminate 
the steel workers who, under their 
present contract, receive regular 
rates for Saturday and Sunday 
work. The question of overtime 
rates for work after 40 hours is 
not an issue. 

Picket lines of the machinists 
have been respected since March 
16 by the steel workers. On May 
31, the company notified all cler- 
ical and supervisory employes it 
had been forced to shut down the 
plant and dismissed them with a 
month's salary.

Of the lat- 
ter, 80,818 were listed as mur- 
dered. 

The Pacific theater reported 
131,028 war crime victims; the 
European theater, 10,600; China 
theater, 701 United States vic- 
tims; India-Burma 166, and the 
Mediterranean 115. In addition it 
was estimated that the Axis was 
responsible for at least 150 United 
States victims in Yugoslavia. 

Petersen said 69 per cent of the 
cases in the European theater 
alone are still under investigation 
because of the difficulties in iden- 
tifying and apprehending the guil- 
ty, complicated by the rapid de- 
mobilization of the United States 
Army.

SOVIET ENGINEERS REPORTED 
FORTIFYING ALBANIAN AREAS 


NEW YORK, July 29 (AP) — 
The New York Times said in a 
Rome dispatch today that “Al- 
bania has become a puppet state 
of Russia” and that 1000 Soviet 
engineers are fortifying the port 
of Dura¥:o, the bay of ‘VValona 
and the island of Saseno. 

“Observers who returned from 
Tirana earlier this month describe 
Albania as a 100 per cent Com- 
munist state, where private enter- 
prise has been _ thoroughly 
smashed, the clergy has been an- 
nihilated, individual liberty does 
not exist and militarism is ram- 
pant,” said the Times article by 
Camille M. Ciafarra. 

“From the end of 1944 to last 
June, the number of persons jailed 
by the Moscow-dominated Albani- 
an Government headed by Enver 
Hoxha is estimated at 10,000 to 
15,000, with at least 3000 either 
killed or missing, including 12 
members of the Catholic clergy,” 
it said.

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‘In Defense of Bricklayers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A contributor to this column, a build- 
er of houses of 20 years’ experience, said 
that less than 10 years ago, he knew 
bricklayers who worked for 75 cents an 
hour and who laid 2000 bricks a day and 
these men are now receiving $20 for nine 
hours’ work a day and laying about 350 
bricks. He also stated that a union 
business agent told his members to keep 
their mouths shut about the little amount 
of work they do or they would rouse 
public opinion against themselves. 

I am forced to answer this unfair. 
prepaganda which tries to poison the 
public’s mind. In the first place, 75 
cents an hour wages for union brick- 
layers was 35 years ago. Second, I have 
been employing bricklayers since 1912, 
and in all that time, bricklayers have 
never laid 2000 bricks a day. 

Our records show that prior to World 
War I and up to World War II, the 
maximum laid per day for commercial 
bricklaying was 900 bricks. The brick- 
laying business depends on the class of 
work which is required to be done. We 
had jobs years ago where a bricklayer 
laid 150 bricks a day on certain classes 
of work. 

For illustration, as residential work, 
we built the Lucas-Hunt Village in the 
depression time of 1939. At the present 
time, with all increases in wages for 
the same class of work, labor costs us 
a little over 20 per cent more. We can 
prove that we are getting a day's work 
from the bricklayers today with just a 
slight reduction in daily output on this 
clags of work—far over 350 bricks a 


“th challenge the accusation that the 
business agent told the members to re- 
duce production, or that the union was 
demanding a nine-hour working day and 
$36 a day on Saturday for overtime. This 
is mot fair to the union or to the men 
because it is not true. To prove this, 
on all our jobs up to this date we have 
worked no more than 40 hours a week, 
with no overtime. 

But we have to take into considera- 
tion that all over the United States, 
brieklayers are invited in newspaper ad- 
vertisements to come to work in Texas 
or @ny other state and work overtime— 
over 40 hours. We can’t blame the men 
for bettering their tion if they have 
the opportunity and the owner and con- 
tractor are willing to 7. overtime, . If 
they don’t get it in St. uis, they -vill 
go somewhere else and get far above 
what they get here. We all know we are 
in:a period of readjustment and living 
costs are higher, but under no condition 
does the union or any union official in- 
sist on this. 

I wouldn't want to live in a house 
where the bri¢klayer laid 2000 bricks a 
day, because it would be inferior work. 
Two thousand bricks a day mean that 
a man would have to carry, not with a 
shovel but with his hands, about seven 
tons of material a day. If a bricklayer 
lays bricks as they are supposed to he 
jJaid in commercial residential work, and 
if he lays 600 to 800 bricks a day (which 
os + gett he is giving you a good day's 
wor 

The bricklayers’ work is seasonal em- 
ployment, with no work in bad weather. 
The best average income for a bricklay- 
er per year, with all the high wages, and 
deducting time lost in bad weather, is 
about $2500. If we take into considera- 
tion all other high costs of living, such 
as food and clothing, we will find, that 
after all, he is lucky to make both ends 
meet.

The Way of Hopelessness 


A feeling of hopelessness that is unrealistic 
for France and dangerous for everybody else 


fs the basis of Gen: DeGaulle’s address at 


Bar-le-Duc. 

The French statesman pictures the world as 
divided between two great states, Russia and 
America, which “are . . . drawn into an ex- 
pansion that cloaks itself under the robes of 
doctrines but which is, in the last analysis, 
an unfurling of power.” DeGaulle says flatly 
that he is able to see the possibility of a third 
world war. 

This is described as frank talk. It is. It 
also is dangerous talk. It is. talk of an irre- 
pressible conflict, of the possibility of atomic 
war and, in unstated finality, of savage mur- 
der of millions of people. For that is the al- 
ternative to successful international co-opera- 
tion, Shall we then grant that it is impossible 
for the nations, particularly for the United 
States and the Soviet Union, to work together? 

Senator Vandenberg did not think so upon 
his return from the Paris conference. He set 
forth the three premises of an American for- 
eign policy to support peace. They were: 
strengthening of the United Nations organi- 
zation, definite international control of atomic 
energy and friendship between America and 
Russia. These are the: necessities of peace, and 
despite all the frictions and rebuffs between 
East and West, we are not ready to surrender 
them to await a world-wide explosion. 

It. is hard to decide from Gen. DeGaulle’s 
divisive picture whether he sees two worlds or 
three. In advocating a British-French alliance 
and a Western bloc, he might be hoping for 
an isolated buffer between the stupendous 
pressures from the East and West. But the 
Russians, certainly, will not view it that way. 
They will suspect that the cohesive nature of 
the Western democracies will make one single 
hostile alliance. That, in turn, would léad the 
Soviet Union into further “defensive” mea- 
sures or further Soviet aggression. 

How can’ Gen. DeGaulle expect France to 
gain anything from this? He has seen the fee- 
bleness of a Western bloc in one war. France 
herself is not a first-class military power. Her 
past alliance with Britain did not give her 
safety. Unless there is assurance of peace on 
the European Continent, the French nation 
seems doomed to be a battleground, 

Gen. DeGaulle is not alone in fearing that 


the nations are heading down divergent paths. 


But the danger of two worlds is not averted by 
calling for a further fission into three worlds. 
One World, to which the nations are commit- 
ted, is the only sure way to avoid disaster.

Secretary Krug Remarks 


The Calvin Coolidge Award for the Limpest 
Remark of the Week should be won hands 
down, and feet straddled, by Secretary of the 
Interior Krug. Mr. Krug says he hopes Presi- 
dent Truman will veto the tidelands oil quit- 
claim bill, but if he doesn't “I will be a good 
boy and not say anything.” The Secretary 
thinks the issue should be decided by the 
Supreme Court, and his opinion of. the relative 
merits of the opposing contentions there is that 
“both sides have good cases.” To Secretary 
Krug, therefore, goes the prize of a handsome 
Dangling Participle, and may all his remarks 
be little ones. 
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The Ghost Voter’s Return 


Chairman Frank Ramacciotti of the Board 
of Election Commissioners is moving reso- 
lutely to weed out the ghost-voters in the 
Fifth and Sixth Wards where, he says, “there 
has been a definite attempt to pad the regis- 
tration lists.” A recanvass made by the elec- 
tion board found in these wards 941 names that 
should have been struck from the rolls. 

The trouble is caused by the laxness or col- 
lusion of clerks. Mr. Ramacciotti has directed 
38 clerks from the wards involved to appear 
before the board to explain why the names 
in question were not removed, If the clerks 
cannot give satisfactory explanations, the 
facts will be referred to the Circuit Attorney. 
Anyone guilty of padding the rolls should be 
held sternly to account, 

The primary source of the trouble lies in 
the manner of appointing election clerks. The 
election board appoints as clerks the persons 
recommended by the Republican and Demo- 
cratic ward committeemen. As a result, per- 
sons are appointed who are loyal to the com- 
mitteemen, but who may not be loyal to the 
principle of honest elections. The cause of 
fair elections would be served by the appoint- 
ment of clerks who owe no fealty to the bosses. 

Beyond this, the top leaders of the party 
have a responsibility to hold the little bosses 
to good behavior. Mayor Kaufmann and his 
aids should keep a watchful eye on, say, 
Joseph L. (Bombie) Spicuzza, Republican 
committeeman, in whose Fifth Ward a Fed- 
eral grand jury found evidence of fraud in 
1944, and where 560 registered voters are now 
being struck from the rolls. Such a coinci- 
dence demands attention. 
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A Fine Move Against Lynching 

The members of the First Methodist Church 
of Monroe, Ga., have condemned the lynching 
of four Negroes near there on July 25 as an 
“outrage against humanity,” called on the law- 
enforcement authorities to bring the guilty to 
justice, and pledged their co-operation. Their 
act is courageous, it is just, and it is the kind 
of act which alone will really stamp out lynch- 
ing. | , 
The- reason lynching persists in the South 
is that the cowards who hide in the anonymity. 
of the mass know they will be protected, They 
know the law-enforcement officers will not ar- 
rest them, or that, if they do, the law-abiding 
citizens will not sit as jurors and convict them. 
They feel that they are protected by the mores 
of their community—and they are usually 
right about it. 

In Monroe, it seems, they are wrong. There 
are law-abiding citizens in Monroe to whom 
murder by lynching is no less heinous a crime 
than murder in any other fashion. They have 
denounced the mores by which «mob murder 
is tacitly condoned and mob murderers are 
hidden from justice. 

By offering their co-operation in tracking 
down the murderers, they are building up a 
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new custom toward lynching—a custom of de- 
cency and humanity, enforced by law upon 
those who are not by their own choice decent 
and humane. We hope there will be thousands 
more like the members of the First Methodist 
Church of Monroe. If they come forward, the 
people ofthe United States will at last see a 
cleansing from their land of the black and 
ugly blot of lynch law.

Many American Army and Navy officers 
now in Germany make no attempt to con- 
ceal their indignation over the fact that 
German military men have been prosecuted 

‘for their war crimes.—Richard L. Stokes, 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: Nuernberg. 


Under a savage old code, such officers con- 
sider themselves an inviolable international 
caste with a duty to protect fellow members 
against civilians, a lower caste. War, including 
the recent engagement in which German offi- 
cers plotted with Nazi gangsters to kill or en- 
slave all mankind, they regard as a chess game 
in which civilians and common soldiers are the 
pawns, They would spare the German killers 
in any event lest, in some future war, they 
themselves fall in enemy hands: to ultimate 
snobbery they add a kind of cowardice. 

Their speech and attitude profane the memory 
of clean young Americans who died at German 
hands. Mr, Stokes reports a well-founded fear 
that their influence may prevent retributive and 
preventive justice on the officer-defendants at 
Nuernberg. Having such men represent us is a 
betrayal—and a threat to our future peace, 

These are not the first such statements, nor 
the first to fill most of our people with a pro- 
found moral revulsion. But such officers remain 
in uniform. Why not kick them out, as the 
supreme civilian authority has the power and 
duty to do? 

There is today a great hue and cry for “loyalty 
tests” of civilian workers in and outside Gov- 
ernment service. A test is much more needed 
among the elite of our armed forces. 
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The Decontrol Board 


President Truman has kept faith with Con- 
gress in naming the decontrol board which 
will decide what OPA ceilings are and are not 
needed. He made the appointments prompt- 
ly, and he did not stack the board in “favor” 
of OPA. 

The board's duty, in turn, is to keep faith 
with the American people. Its task is not to 
pass judgment on the bitter dispute between 
the NAM and adherents of OPA. Congress has 
settled that by legislating in favor of price con- 
trol for one more year. The decontrol board’s 
function is administrative judgment on what 
degree of control will give the maximum sta- 
bility to prices consistent with the need for 
expanded production. 

If the board adheres to its appointed pur- 
pose, and if it does its work well, we may rea- 
sonably expect the country to be ready for 
complete price freedom by next June 30, rents 
and building materials possibly excepted. 
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Fuel for the Winter 

Representatives of the Solid Fuels Adminis- 
tration who are in St. Louis for conferences 
should ‘understand that the. smoke. elimi- 
nation ordinance means a great deal to this 
city and that the people of the community are 
determined to maintain it. 

The conferences of the SFA, the Mayor, the 
Citizens’ Fuel Committee and the coal dealers 
will have a direct bearing on maintenance of 
the smoke elimination ordinance, for they will 
have a part in determining how much smoke- 
less fuel the SFA will direct to St. Louis for 
the coming winter. 

Every citizen, too, can have a part in the 
same accomplishment, The supply of smoke- 
less fuel hera is 180,000 tons short compared 
with a year ago and, if enough is to be put 
into consumers’ bins to last out the winter, 
the flow of fuel from dealer to householder 
must be steady from now till cold weather sets 
in. 

Many citizens who are whole-heartedly for 
the smoke elimination ordinance do not fully 
realize how much the maintenance of a clean, 
healthful St. Louis depends on their buying 
fuel early. They should be advised that very 
much indeed depends on it, and that they can- 


‘not give smoke elimination more practical sup- 


port than by placing their order for their win- 
ter’s fuel now. 
A Trick on Civil Service 

Joseph Noskay, assistant director of the 
Public Defenders Bureau, seeks the Republican 
nomination for Magistrate in the Fifth Dis- 
trict. The municipal civil service law forbids 
his campaigning personally, so he appears at 
public meetings but has another man make his 
speeches, 

The expedient is neither very clever nor very 
funny. Noskay is engaged in political activity 
just as surely as if he were ringing doorbells 
all over the district and swapping support with 
candidates for other offices, The difference is 
only in degree. 

The intention of the civil service law is to 
keep covered employes out of partisan politics, 
since their participation can only compromise 
the principle and operation of appointment on 
merit. If Noskay had a proper sense of that 
intention, he would have resigned his city job 
before offering himself as a candidate—where- 
upon he could have campaigned as hard as he 
pleased. 

Surely the Civil Service Commission has 
power to protect the law from defeat by subter- 
fuge. The ‘commission should exercise its 
power,

Case of a Conscientious Statistician 


The Mirrer

Official who supervised Federal cost-of-living index was kept under - 
constant attack by labor, writer says; index is used as yardstick for 
wages; its objectivity has been upheld repeatedly; nevertheless, its 
director was kept from promotion due him and he finally resigned.

On July 2, Dr. A, Ford Hinrichs, acting 
commissioner since 1940 of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, resigned from that office. 
Acting commissioner for six years? Why, 
then, didn’t he get the permanent appoint- 
ment? Well, here’s the background: 


As everyone will remember, we had wage 
control during the war. This control was 
administered by the War Labor Board. The 
WLB used what was then called the cost- 
of-living index of Dr. Hinrichs’s BLS as a 
yardstick for judging wage petitions, 


Everything went well for a time, but 
then the WLB began denying an occasional 
wage increase on the ground that the BLS 
index didn’t warrant it. Almost immedi- 
ately the big union magnates began to 
grumble against the BLS index as a true 
measuring rod, 


Dr. Hinrichs, an alert and sensitive man, 
acted at once to meet this grumbling. He 
called on the president of the American 
Statistical Association, top professional out- 
fit in his field, to set up a special commit- 
tee for study and evaluation of the BLS 
index. 


An Independent Indorsement 


This committee of independent technical 
experts went to work in May of 1948 and 
kept at it for five solid months, inviting 
testimony from all comers. On Oct: 10 
they came up with a report, the gist of 
which was that “. . , within the limita- 
tions established for it, the cost-of-living 
index provides a trustworthy measuré@ of 
changes in prices paid by consumers for 
goods and services. , " 


This expert verdict seemed to most lay- 
men at the time to settle the matter, But 
10 days later the President solemnly called 
on the WLB to set up a committee on the 
BLS index to ascertain, among other 
things, “. . . whether any changes should 
be made in its component parts, or other 
improvements, .. .” 

Without batting an eye, WLB Chairman 
Davis thereupon named a cost-of-living 
committee of WLB members. It consisted 
of himself, two industry representatives 
and Messrs. R,. J.. Thomas (CIO) and 
George Meany (AFL) for labor—all lay- 
men, 

On Jan. 25, Messrs. Thomas and Meany 
emerged with a sweeping criticism of the 
BLS index, which they coolly suggested the 
Davis committee issue as its own. Chair- 
man Davis politely declined this invitation 
and immediately submitted the Thomas- 
Meany report to the original ASA commit- 
tee of experts. 


Labor Report Is Rejected 


The ASA committee shortly announced 
that “. . . the central criticisms contained 
in the Thomas-Meany report were before 
us when we prepared our (original) report. 
. « « We reaffirm the major conclusions 
of (that) report... .” 

But still unconvinced, Chairman Davis 
on March 1, 1944, named a brand-new com- 
mittee of independent technical experts to 


go over the index coniroversy again. 


On June 15, the new technical committee 
reported that “the detailed evidence , . . 
confirms confidence in the accuracy and 
representativeness of the price changes 
shown by the BLS index. On the other 
hand, the evidence submitted by the 
Thomas-Meany report . . . does not with- 
stand critical examination... ..” They did 


agree that certain emergency conditions, 
measurable only by guesswork, might make 
for minor increases in the index, 


And after five more months of cogita~- 
tion, Chairman Davis, on Nov. 17, assured 
the President that “, . , the accuracy of 
the BLS index figures for what they ar 
intended to measure is confirmed. , . .” 


Final Judgment for BLS 


But the hapless Dr, Hinrichs and his 
BLS index were by no means yet out of 
the woods. In the spring of 1945, Mr, 
Schwellenbach became Secretary of Labor. 
One of the first things Mr. Schwellenbach 
did was name a special assistant to in- 
vestigate, among other things, the accuracy 
and integrity of—yes, you've guessed it 
the BLS. 

The new assistant started dutifully down 
the now well-rutted path and kicked the 
same old facts about for another complete 
round. Two years after the original ASA 
report, with the war safely over and wage 
control in effect at an end, Secretary 
Schwellenbach announced the final and 
official judgment: 

“The alertness, intelligence, honesty of 
approach and technical competence of the 
staff of the BLS is (sic) beyond question.” 
It followed as the night the day that the 
BLS cost-of-living figures were equally un- 
defiled. 


True, the 
soothing name for the index might be ad- 
visable. Henceforth it would not be the 
“cost-of-living” index, but the “consumers’ 
price” index. But then the Secretary ended 
on a high note: “Research must not be 
prostituted to policy; instead, policy must 
be based on true facts determined by hon- 
est and competent research, .. «” 


No Protest From Liberals 


Of course, if the prostitution of research 
was so reprehensible, you might think the 
scientist who had kept the BLS research 
from being prostituted wags entitled to 
some reward—say the full commissioner- 
ship.- But in the letter in which he ac- 
cepted Dr. Hinrichs’s resignation from the 
lesser job, Mr. Schwellenbach admitted 
that his appointment to the superior post 
was “not possible.” 


And why? The Secretary, always a man 
of discretion, did not say. But it is no 
secret that the great labor magnates have 
been backing a more congenial character 
for the BLS spot. Will they win out? Dr. 
Hinrichs thinks he has the Secretary's as- 
surance that a real statistician will get the 
job. As to that, we shall see, 


Comment on the Hinrichs episode is 
probably superfluous. But one thing may 
be noted. Singularly little has been heard 
from the “liberals” throughout this intri- 
cate chronology. But can you imagine the 
shrieks and curses with which they would 
(rightly) have greeted a manufacturers’ 
drive against a Government statistician 
who declined to slant his figures the busi- 
ness way?

“During the war, our ostensible 
policy test was ‘Does this con- 
tribute to victory?’ When we 


stupidly ignored it and ‘collabo- 


treacherous

rated’ with hostile, 
scoundrels we paid heavily. 


we should scrupulously apply a 


similar test—‘Does this policy 
contribute to peace?’ This does 


not mean blind ‘expediency,’ be- 


cause the more justice achieved 
the greater the chances for peace. 


“We should avoid any associa- 
tion remotely like that advocated 
by the irresponsible Churchill, but 
stanchly support Britain when she 
is right and as stanchly oppose 
her when wrong. A well-known 
British journalist wrote recently 
that such a policy comes ‘peri- 
lously close’ to being neutral be- 
tween ‘good’ (meaning England) 
and ‘evil’ (meaning Russia), but 
elsewhere in his article he threat- 
ened that if we do not support 
British policies, Britain will leave 
us and work with Russia (‘evil’ 
being thus presumably trans- 
formed into ‘good’). 


“If anything, we should be 
‘tougher’ with Britain than with 


Russia, because we can do so with Ge 


slight risk of war, and because 
Britain professes to have our 
ideals of justice and freedom and 
could understand us (as Russia 
probably would not) if, for ex- 
ample, we insisted on independ- 
ence for Greece and fair play for 
Palestine. 


Firmness With Russia. 


“If any power threatens un- 
provoked war on England, Can- 
ada or Australia, we should throw 
our whole strength into the 
"English-speaking cause,’ but there 
is no reason for our maintaining 
the Empire or British ‘spheres 
of influence’ despite British bed- 
time stories—like the preposterous 
tale that only Montgomery’s 
African victory prevented Japan 
from transporting a great army 

the Indian Ocean to aid 
Germany in Russia, though Japan 
could obviously have made infin- 
itely less difficult and more effec- 
tive war on Russia from Man- 
churia. ‘ 

“Russia’s game is more mys- 
terious than Britain's, because it 
pays her to terrify our statesmen 
with this mystery, but we. should 
not take her devil-masks so ser- 
jiously. We should*be ‘firm’ with

Russia wherever we have both 
the means for firmness and spe- 
cific, worthwhile objectives in 
view. Elsewhere, ‘getting tough’ 
is folly. We shall have many dif- 
ficulties with Russia, but shall 
have far less if we support her 
when she is right (as in Spain) 
instead of invariably following the 
British lead as though in a hyp- 
notic trance, 

“The permanent military im- 
potence of Germany is our most 
important consideration. Unless 
we quit stalling on this; stop 
spouting patently dishonest bilge 
about ‘re-educating’ and ‘demo- 
cratizing’ adult Germans; forget 
the grotesquely futile nostrum of 
‘federalization’, and fire danger- 
ous men like Robert Murphy and 
pan-German henchmen, we might 
as well erect a sign on the State 
Department building: ‘World 
wars made here while you wait. 
Atomic conflicts a specialty,’ and 
appoint Dorothy Thompson Secre- 
tary of State, 


Attitude Toward Germany. 


“Failing the miracle of German 
self-regeneration, we should chisel 
Germany down to size or keep her 
war-making ‘teeth filed down to 
the gums, ignoring the new Ger- 
man propaganda catch-words (re- 
placing “haves and have-nots,’ 
‘living space,’ etc.) like ‘an eco 
nomic slum in the heart of Eu- 
rope.’ Opposition from Britain 
and Russia (who both played the 
fool with Germany before) is un- 
important, If necessary, we can 
enforce British compliance in in- 
dustrial Western Germany, and 
Eastern Germany could only go 
to war as a Russian satellite, If 
Russia is fool enough to want war, 
she will have it anyway, whether 
or not she has 20 million slippery,

A division of Jefferson Barracks 
land and 0>buildings has been 
worked out between the United 
States Veterans’ Administration 
and the Citv of St. Louis, it was 
announced today by H. C. Martin 
Jr., administrative assistant to 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. 

Deputy Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs Bert C. Moore to- 
day was informed by the Veterans’ 


Administration in Washington 
that the VA has asked the War 
Department to reserve a consid- 
erable portion of land and a num- 


ber of buildings at the Barracks 
for use by the VA. This includes 
Area Seven, former Veterans’ Hos- 
pital property, now containing 23 
barracks and other buildings; the 
post laundry and 23 other bar- 
racks and garages, location not 
specified; six warehouses and 
Shops in the area next to the 
railroad; the swimming pool and 
bath house, and 18 additional 
warehouses, location not speci- 
fied. 

Martin said an agreement has 
been reached between the City 
and the Veterans’ Administration 
so that the VA’s portion of the 
Barracks grounds and building 
will not interfere with the city’s 


units for veterans at the Bar- 
racks. Originally, he said, the VA 
had asked for considerably more 
land, apparently for use in con- 
nection with plang to expand the 
Veterans’ Hospital adjoining the 
Barracks, but had compromised 
its claims. 

Some change in the city’s plans 
also will be necessary, Martin 
said, but no reduction in the 
number of housing units to be 
made available to’ veterans. About 
50 of these units will be ready 
for occupancy by the end of Au- 
gust, he said, andthe others will

BOY PINNED BY SLIDE 
UF MARBLE SLAB 


Lowell Peterson, 13, Rescued 
After Half Hour—Large 
Stone Tilts, Traps Him. 


Lowell Peterson, 13 years old, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Leonard 
T, Peterson, 4065A Connecticut 
street, was recovering today at 
City Hospital from severe bruises 
and cuts suffered yesterday when 
his left leg was pinned between 
heavy pileces- of marble at the 
Shaw Marble and Tile Co., 4179 
Meramec street. 

With his brother, Lee, 12, and 
two other boys, Lowell was play- 
ing hide and seek in the stone 
company’s yard, when he stepped 
on the edge of a slab of marble 
and it tilted. He fell with his left 
leg between two large blocks of 
marble, and the piece that had 
tilted slid across the top of the 
opening, 

When police and firemen ar- 
rived they decided it would be 
dangerous to remove the upper 
stone by using jacks and pinch- 
bars on the emergency trucks, be- 
cause the stone might break and 
seriously injure the boy’s leg. They 
summoned Albert Coerver, man- 
ager of the company. 

With a crane used regularly for 
lifting slabs of marble in the yard, 
Coerver removed the top piece 
from Lowell's leg and freed the 
boy. He was pinned under the 
rock for more than a half-hour. 
While the work was in progress, 
the boy’s father, playmates and 
others talked to Lowell to prevent 
his beccming frightened,

“Let the diverse and traditional 
Germanic states ... regain self- 
control, administer themselves, 
orient themselves each one as it 
sees fit,” he suggested. 

“Place the immense arsenal of 
the Ruhr under international au- 
thority, not with the object of de- 
priving the German people of 
what they need, but to distribute 
among her and neighboring na- 
tions the coal necessary to the 
economic life of all of us. Make 
the Saar Basin part of French 
economy . 

Quotes Historian. 

Expanding on his thesis of 
world domination by America and 
Russia, De Gaulle quoted French 
historian Alexis Tocquebille: 

“To obtain its end, America re- 
lies on the strength and reason of 
individuals, Russia concentrates 
in one Man all the power of s0- 
ciety. One has for its principal 
means freedom of action, the 
other, servitude. Their starting 
point is different, their roads are 
varied. But each one of them 
seems called, by secret design of 
Providence, to hold in his hands 
one day the destiny of half the 
world.” 

De Gaulle urged a western fron- 
tier of Poland that would give it 
“reasonable compensation” for its 
losses in the’ east, and fixing “on 
the Oder and the Rhine the secur- 
ity limits of neighboring states of 
Germany.” 

Troops should be kept there, he 
indicated, until the United ‘Na- 
tions peace machinery becomes 
effective. 

He saluted as “just anfl good” 
United States proposals for plac- 
ing the atom bomb under interna- 
tional control, 

-A month ago De Gaulle broke a 
long silence in telling the nation 
it should have a more democratic 
constitution. His foreign policy 
speech today strengthened belief 
he will “be available” in the fall 
when France chooses a president 
of the Fourth Republic. 
Supporters of De Gaulle said he 
was deeply concerned over the 
possibility of a third world war 
and that since his resignation as 
President he had been studying 
the military terrain of Europe,

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
A small contingent of Navy and 
Coast Guard ships has penetrated 
through Arctic ice fields into the 
Greenland harbor of Thule, only 
950 miles from the North Pole 
and the farthest north any large 
ship has reached at this season of 
the year, the Navy Department 
disclosed yesterday. 

Under command of Capt. Rich- 
ard H. Cruzen, who was second 
in command to R. Adm. Richard 
E. Byrd in his 1939-41 Antarctic 
expedition, three ships broke 
through the ice fields Monday, 
July 22, and steamed into Thule, 
which is on Smith Sound above 
Baffin Bay. 

The contingent was spearheaded 
by the Navy converted ice-break- 
er, the U.S.S. Whitewood, com- 
manded by Lt. Comdr. William H. 
Daly, another member of the Byrd 
expedition. The Coast Guard ice- 
breaker North Wind and the 
naval seaplane tender U.S.S. Nor- 
ten Sound followed in the White- 
wood’s wake. 

As the ice retreats, the ships 
are scheduled to continue work- 
ing northward in an effort to 
amplify existing knowledge of 
navigational and weather condi- 
tions in the Arctic and to provide 
cold weather routine training for 
the crews.

Basic Facts Not Changed.

Retail sales 
continue at record levels, in spite 
of some buyers’ protests against 
high prices; it is surprising that 
department store sales this sum- 
mer are higher than last year, 
notwithstanding that Saturday 
closings in 1946 far outnumber 
those in ‘45. Finally, the demand 
for durable goods—houses, new 
plant, machinery, automobiles, 
plumbing, refrigerators — is far 
from saturated. And that’s sig- 


nificant. 

Traditionally, the United States 
has prospered with its heavy in- 
dustries. And right now, the na- 
tion's steel mills are operating at 
close to their practical limits of 
capacity—89.3 per cent. Automo- 
bile plants can’t get workers. And 
construction hands are wanted 
everywhere. 

In the face of that, it’s the dar- 
ing man who'll sell America short 


when the smoke hangs heavy over 
Pittsburgh, the goose is supposed 
to hang high in Wall Street and 
Main Street—and that without re- 
gard to what happens on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, Let us also re- 
member that in the spring, Wall 
Street disregarded strikes and 
other delays, figuring production 
and profits would come through 
this summer. Now the market is 
paying for that over-anticipation—

HE new apples now on the 

market make the most in- 

triguing of fruit fritters. If 
the apples are cut thick cross- 
wise, the core taken out, and then 
dipped in the fritter batter and 
fried just until the batter is 
cooked to a tempting brown, the 
result is something that looks like 
a doughnut on the outside and 
when bitten into reveals an apple- 
sauce stuffing and the combina- 
tion of crisp, sweet fritter crust 
and tart apples to be enjoyed. But 
they may be sifted with powdered 
gugar or drenched with caramel 
or other sirup to make a most 
substantial and satisfying dessert 
or even a main dish breakfast 
course to take the place of pan- 
cakes and sirup, or waffles. 


Apple Fritters. 


Three-fourths cup all-purpose 
flour; three-fourths teaspoon bak- 
ing powder; one-eighth teaspoon 
salt; oné-fourth cup granulated 
sugar; one egg; one-third cup 
milk; 7 medium-sized apples. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with baking powder, salt and 
sugar. Beat egg well, add milk, 
and pour into. dry ingredients, 
mixing thoroughly. Peel apples, 
core and cut crosswise in one-half 
inch slices. Dip pieces of apple 
into the batter and fry in deep 
fat heated to 375 degrees F. until 
they are golden brown. Drain and 
serve hot with maple-flavored 
sirup or lemon sauce, Five serv-

Mix one and one-fourth cups 
granulated sugar, 
cornstarch and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt together in sauce- 
pan. Add one and one-half 
cups boiling water, stirring 
constantly td prevent lumps. 
Cook until mixture is thick and 
clear, about 1 minute, atirring 
constantly, Blend part of hot mix- 
ture with three beaten egg yolks, 
combined with remaining hot mix- 
ture, cook a minute longer over 
low heat, stirring well. Remove 
from heat, add one-third cup lime 
juice and pulp (about two medium 
limes), grated rind of one and one- 
half limes, one tablespoon butter, 
and one drop or less green food 
coloring. Cool thoroughly, stir- 
ring occasionally. Turn into shell. 
Beat whites until stiff, byt not 
dry, add six tablespoons. sugar 
gradually, beating well after each 
addition. Spread over pie filling. 
Bake at 375 degrees F. for 12 
‘minutes. LHight servings. 


Clam and Eggplant Casserole 


One large eggplant, one small 
onion, minced, three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, two seven- 
ounce cans minced clams, two 
cups bread crumbs, salt and 
pepper. 

Wash and dice unpeeled egg- 
plant, cover with boiling salted 
water and cook ten minutes, 
Drain. Fry onion in butter or 
margarine until soft and golden 
color. Drain clams, reserving 
liquor, Mix cooked onion with 
clams. Place a thin layer of 
crumbs in a greased casserole, 
then a layer of eggplant, then the 
clam and onion mixture, season- 
ing each layer lightly with — 
and pepper. ~ Repeat — oS 
mainder of ingredients and top- 
ping dish with layer of crumbs. 
Pour the clam liquor over all. 
Dot top with butter or margarine 
and bake at 350 grees 40-45 
minutes.

E are inclined to think that 
there cannot be too much of 
a good thing and that is 
where we, 
“drop our watermelon.” It is possi- 
ble to have too much of goed 
things. We should keep that idea 
well to the front when. dealing 
with children of any age. Enough 
is as good ‘as a feast—indeed, 
enough is the ideal feast. 

Little children are active crea- 
tures and must be occupied with 
things which interest them. They 
need toys and must be taught 
how to play with them. The little 
ones have a short span of interest 
and are likel-- to drop the toy they 
have in hand and pick up another 
and another until they become 
confused by the clutter and be- 
come fatigued, weepy and hard to 
manage. 

A limited number of toys 
should be given to children. A 
ball is one of the best. Children 
of all ages can have great fun 
with a ball, The little one should 
have a soft ball that will roll and 
bounce easily, After showing him 
what can be done with it, let him 
go on with his business of dis- 
covering its ways and its endless 
possibilities, 

Keep the few: things the child 
is to play with in a low drawer or 
a conyenient box, so he can get 
them’ when he wants them. Teach 
him to replace the one he is weary 
of before taking out the next. It

will take weeks of work to accom- 
plish this. But it is necessary if 
the children are not to become 
confused and nervous and the 
mother is not to be troubled by a 
messy house, Order is a good way 


-to-prevont nervous disorders, to 


keep a calm atmosphere in the 
household, to maintain peace of 
mind, Play and order are not op- 
posed to each other, but aid each 
other when conditions permit. 


Keep all extra toys and play 
material in a closet, out of sight. 
When a child seems weary of a 
toy, put it away and give him an- 
other from the store. Don’t let 
him see the stored ones, Keep 
changing the toys in his box so 
that the ones he has used to the 
full can be brought out again 
when they will be as fresh and as 
full of interest as before. 

Too many things, too many 
words, too much of anything re- 
sults in disorder, disinterest, fa- 
tigue and confusion—neither too 
much nor too little but the happy 
in-between is best.

No 
one wants sentimental kindness, 
but all men under whatever gov- 
ernment they live want freedom 
and justice. There is no freedom 
when one group of individuals 
can strike fear into the hearts of 
other individuals and use violence 
against them. 

I hope neither the federal nor 
the state authorities will rest until 
these men who besmirched the 
honor of our nation and of our 
democracy have been brought to 
trial, I do not want them killed, 
because you cannot bring back 
the dead by adding to their num- 
-ber. But I want these men held 

to ridicule in their own en- 

mnment as men who do not un- 
derstand how to uphold democ- 
racy or live in a democratic com- 
munity. I want them obliged to 
make what restitution is possible 
to those who live and whose loved 
ones have been killed, and I want 
them placed where they must be 
harmless, 
_ People who can think that such 
actiOns are right are dangerous 
in any community and, since they 
cannot control themselves, they 
should be permanently restrained 
by their government,

LymphGland Arrived in a 


Infections, 
Treatment

OST people would be surprised 
if told they had not one, but 
two circulations. 

And, yet this is the case. Be- 
sides the blood which is pumped 

arteries and veins by the 
heart, there is also the slower- 
moving lymph. This liquid col- 
lects outside the cell walls, fur- 
nighing the watery environment 
every cell must have and then 
travels sluggishly along the chan- 
nels which connect the lymph 
glands. — 

Because it is the chief duty of 
these glands to filter out bacteria, 
it is not unusual for them to be- 
come infected. This happens most 
often in the lymph glands of the 
neck, possibly because of infec- 
tions in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses 
or ears. 

Of course, the treatment em- 


‘ ployed will depend on the type of 


infection present. However, in 
many cases the exact source of 
the os per ea be determined. 
* 

DOCTORS Harry G. Clark and 
Mario 8, Cioffari of Detroit have 
treated a large number of pa- 
tients with this condition, called 
lymphadenitis. The patients suf- 
fered from pain, swelling of the 
glands and such sym of in- 
fection as fever, loss’ of -weight 
and toxemia or poisoning. The 
d infec- 
tion, under the usual treatment, 
lasts anywhere from two to four 
weeks and even longer. 

Many of these patients respond 
well to the use of the sulfonamide 
drugs or pencillin. However, 
these physicians think that a bet- 
ter form of treatment is the in- 
jection of & protein substance into 
a muscle. 

Milk is a well known protein 
substance. This protein stimulates 
the natural body defenses to 
greater efforts. The. injections 


were given three days apart until | 


two to six had been administered. 
The amount used depended on the 
reaction ant an of the patient. 

* 


THE PROTEIN which they em- 
ployed was boiled milk. Following 
the first injection, they noted that 
the swelling of the glands became 
less and that tenderness also dis- 
appeared. In a large percentage 
of the cases, the swelling and 
tenderness disappeared completely 
after the secohd injection and 
after the’ third in all cases the 
condition seemed to have cleared 
up completely although the glands 
seemed to remain permanently en- 
larged somewhat. 

When the injection is given, 
there is some redness and pain at 
the point where it is administered. 
Now and then, the patient will 
develop a fever or a skin rash for 
a day or two, No severe or alarm- 


_ing reactions were noted in any 


case. 
Once the infection in the lymph 
glands seems to have cleared up, 
an effort must be~ made to find 
the source of the infection and 
this, too, must be eliminated in 
order to prevent recurrences.
